City tries to bridge the gap with “Comerstones” Enos 


THE-CITY OF EDMONTON IS ONE OF [Se 


the first homebuyers ina massive 
condominium development ’ 
planned for the northern edge of the 
downtown core. 

The proposed “Aurora” condo- 
minium project includes 1,600 units 
in five towers up to28.stories tall on 
a block bounded by 105 and 106 
Ave. and 102 and 103 St. The City 
will buy approximately 80 units, 5 
per cent of the available housing 
according to-guidelines set out in the 
“Comerstones” plan for affordable 
housing. 

“Tt will be five per cent of the units 
spread out, so it’s not concentrated 
in one building, and they’Il be sold 
to the city at cost,” says Doug Kelly, 
senior vice president for Carma 
Developers, a lead company in the 
development. 

The integration of affordable, or 
“social housing” units with market 
housing has long been called for by 
housing and anti-poverty advocates 
in order to avoid the creation of low- 
income “ghettos.” 

The practice has been applied suc- 
cessfully to developments in Van- 
couver and Portland, Oregon. Since 
1988, Vancouver has required that 
all new community developments 
include a 20 per cent “social housing 
component,” where rents do not 
exceed 30 per cent of a tenant's 
income. The City of Edmonton's 
plan has no hard and fast rules for

affordable housing in new develop- 
ments, as is the case in Vancouver. 

“In general [the five per cent nile] 
applies to the larger plans that come 
forward,” says Coun. Karen Leibovi- 
ci, explaining that the City is also 
close to reaching an affordable hous- 
ing agreement for the Century Park 
development on the former Heritage 
Mall site. 

“There's three to four areas where 
we've put that [affordable housing] 


into the bylaw... You can’t be pre- 
scriptive about it. That's an impor- 


tant point Coun. Phair and I put for- + 


ward, so it’s a toolkit approach 
where there are different answers | 
available for affordable housing.” 
Susan McGee of the Edmonton 
Joint Planning Committee on Hous- 
ing said the project is a “positive 
step,” due to the level of the cooper- 
ation between the city and develop- 
ers, but she warns that while the 


project adds 80 units “we need a lot 
more than that.” The 2005 to 2009 ~ 
Community Plan on Housing calls = 
for the addition of 1,750 housing 
subsidized units citywide. 

The city appears to be serious 
about reaching that target: Kelly says 
administrators have agreed to pur- 
chase five per cent of the units even 
though the cost has yet to be deter- 
mined. (Rapid changes in building 
costs prevent “any idea” of what the 





units will cost, he says). 

The towers will take up to 10 
years to complete, and construction 
will occur according to housing mai 
ket conditions. 

“There will be some bumps alon: 
the way, there is no doubt. We can’t 
continue with this meteoric rise 
that’s occurred in the last five years 
Kelly says. 

“If the market dips, there may b¢ 
period of slowness, but our goal is 
certainly to see it through to it’s con 
pletion, no matter how long it 
takes.” 

Because the affordable housing 
units are spread throughout the pri 
ject, they will be brought on at the 
same pace as market units. 

The demonstrates a shift in devel- 
oper attitudes, where high-density, 
in-fill housing is now seen as a prof- 
it-maker, whereas the focus in the 
past has been on single detached 
homes in Edmonton’s ever more dis 
tant fringes. 

“There's always controversy on 
how much does the outlying area 
cost us for operating and maintain- 
ing it, and there’s a movement, 
not just in this city but throughout 
the world to promote infill,” 
Leibovici says. 

“It uses existing services, it helps 
revitalize neighbourhoods, and 
that’s what we expect to see with 
this development.”

Oberg campaign 


puts meat on its bones 


TORY LEADERSHIP CONTENDER DR. 


Lyle Oberg wants doctors to work 
in the public and private system at 
the same, but denies that his plan is 
just a rehash of “Third Way” health 
reforms put forward in the last leg- 
islative session. 

Oberg’s policy would require doc- 
tors to fulfill a quota where 75 per 
cent of their time is spent working in 
the public health care system, and 
give patients an “access guarantee” 
on how quickly they would be treat- 
ed in the public system. Patients 
“would have the ability to pay if the 
don’t feel the timeframe on the 
access guarantee is adequate.” 

The Brooks MLA was ejected 
from the PC caucus last spring after 
he told his Brooks-area supporters 
that he knew “where the skeletons 
are” in the Tory party. He later 
found support at the Tory Conven- 
tion in Calgary where Ralph Klein 
received only 55 per cent approval 
from delegates. 

A recent poll Ipsos Reid /Calgary 
Herald poll found 22 per cent of 
Albertans believe Oberg would do 
the best job as next Premier of Alber- 
ta, compared to 29 per cent in favour 
of Dinning. Those results have 
returned the ousted politician from 
the political backwoods and into the 
headlines. 

Oberg opened his campaign in 
Edmonton, saying he can cut health 
costs with a plan to identify and 
treat chronic diseases like diabetes 


earlier in a patient's lifetime. Accord- 
ing to Oberg delaying the onset of 
diabetes in a single at-risk patient by 
20 years would save the health care 
system $5 million. 

Oberg also promises to end health 
care premiums. Fellow leadership 
contenders Alana DeLong, Dave 
Hancock, and Ted Morton reacted 
with similar promises. Jim Dinning, 
believed to be leading the race, has 
said he will not cut health premi- 
ums. 

Cutting Alberta health care premi- 
ums has been a long-time policy of 
Alberta’s Liberal Opposition. The 
Conservative government has 
repeatedly refused to scrap the 
$400 annual fee for health ser- 
vices, defeating a Liberal 
motion proposing to scrap 
the premiums in March 
2004. Liberal Leader Kevin 
Taft called for the end to the 
premiums again when the Con- 

servatives presented the 2006 bud- 
get. 

Oberg says his plan to end premi- 
ums would occur over “four or five 
years” provided he is able to 
decrease the rate at which health 
care costs are growing. 

“As we do that, we'll give the 
rewards back to Albertans,” he says. 

Oberg also promises publicly- 
covered services will not be 
delisted under his plan, as 
Health Minister Iris Evans 
contemplated in the

“Third Way.” Oberg says that 
because “I happen to have a M.D.

Rossdale site soon 


to rest in peace 


CONSTRUCTION OF THE ROSSDALE 
Memorial burial grounds began 
Monday, marking the last stage of a 
long battle to reconcile cultural dif 
ferences between Aboriginal and 
European people in Edmonton. 

By the end of September, the 
Rossdale flats will be home to a 
memorial commemorating the lives 
of some of Edmonton and Alberta’s 
first residents—Aboriginal, Euro- 
pean, and Metis peoples. 

It’s been a long journey for project 
manager Rick Ireland, who was 
there in the project’s turgid early 
days, in 2001. 

“The timeframe is actually from 
8,000 years ago until today,” Ireland 
points out, referring to the pre-set- 
tler, pre-fur trade history of the 
Rossdale site. 

“We expect to be done by the end 
of September. But, if we disturb any 
human remains throughout the con- 
struction, the project will come to an 
immediate halt. If everything works 
perfectly, we'll be done by Septem- 
ber.” 

Given the history, it’s almost 
remarkable that controversy over 
the site could soon be, well, settled. 

Back in 2000 and 2001 Epcor offi- 
cials and archaeologists suggested 
native remains might not be buried 
on the site (although an Epcor crew 
accidentally dug up a skeleton on 
the land), and former Mayor Bill 
Smith told one Aboriginal activist to 
“shut up” at a council hearing about 


a proposal to sell city-owned surplus 
land in the Rossdale area. 

Even Aboriginal leaders were 
divided: leaders of three southern 
Alberta tribes, the Siksika Nation, 
Blood Tribe, and Peigan Nation 
signed a letter supporting Epcor’s 
plan to build a new gas-powered 
generator on the burial grounds. 

Despite the acrimony, talks began 
a history acceptable to all three rep- 
resented cultures was worked out, 
as were new protocols to properly 
repatriate remains to the site withou' 
offending anyone. 

Ireland says doing so required a 
“rapid merging of European cultural 
traditions and understandings.” 

“We had to figure out how to talk 
to each other,” he explains. 

City officials quickly learned, 
for instance, that many Aboriginal 
stakeholders wouldn't be available 
for summer meetings, because of 
the importance of the pow-wow 
ceremonies held during the warm 
months. 

More seriously, it also meant 
allowing Aboriginals to identify 
ancient and historical remains by 
“the spirit” of those left on the site. 

“Everything done down there 
isa governed by a ceremony,” 
Ireland says. 

The remains of eight people have 
been repatriated to the memorial 


grounds.

He cites the government's recent 
knee and hip replacement project as 
an example of how the public sys- 
tem can generate results. 

What Mr. Dinning does not seem 
to realize is that, at least in Calgary, 
the knee and hip project is delivered 
through a private clinic—one that 
charges the government 10 per cent 
more for services than the public one 
in Edmonton. 

Some critics suggest that support- 
ing a private clinic is the thin edge 
of the wedge for increased privatiza- 
tion. His commitment to the public 
system is positive, but he would be 
much more credible if he showed 
a greater understanding of the cur- 
rent system. 

Dinning also appears to be the 
only candidate of the six who 
favours maintaining health care pre- 
miums, arguing that the govern- 
ment needs that $900 million to help 
pay for delivery of health services. 

Both Dave Hancock and Ed Stel- 
mach supported the Third Way 
while they were in cabinet, it 
remains to be seen exactly what 
direction their health care policies 
will take now that they are running 
for the leadership. 

Of particular interest is the fact 
that Third Way guru Fred Horne 
seems to be playing a key role on 
Hancock's campaign team. 

And although Mark Norris 
opposed the pace at which Third 
Way consultations were being car- 
ried out by the government, it is 
unclear how he feels about the poli- 
cies themselves. 

What is clear in this entire process 
is that, despite slight variations in 
specific health policy, all of the lead- 
ership contenders are clearly reading 
from the same communications 
handbook. 

When they talk about health care, 
the language and words they use are 
indistinguishable from that ised in 
the government's Third Way pro- 
posal. All policy options seem to be 


framed by words like “choice,” 


“innovation,” and “options.” 
Anyone who has been paying, 
attention over the last fifteen years 
knows that those words are synony- 
mous with privatization every time 


-they are used. 


Although many of the candidates 
have yet to fully develop their health 
policies, it is clear from what we 
have seen thus far that the heart of 
the Third Way is still beating.

EVERYMAN 

By Philip Roth 

Houghton Mifflin, 182 pp., $31.95 

HE’S KNOWN AS “DAD,” “SON,” 


“monsieur,” “a talented advertising 
executive,” and “a depressed 
painter,” and he’s the protagonist of 
Philip Roth’s latest book, Everyman. 

A Jewish funeral for this 
unnamed, prototypical atheist 
American male, held in a cumbling 
cemetery near the New Jersey turn- 
pike, opens Roth’s story—and the 
book will never stray far from vari- 
ous final resting places for another 
180 tortuous pages. 

Everyman is, like life, always mov- 
ing towards the uncontrollable and 
unalterable finality that is death. 

The book flashes through the 
protagonist's childhood years and 
his first encounter with death, 
when he discovers the corpse of a 
drowned German frogman on the 
idyllic Eastern seaboard beaches of 
WWI America.

The book is based on a similar format as 
The Flames: Celebrating Calgary’s Dream 
Season, which commemorated Calgary's 
playoff run of 2004. Fenn is hoping that the 
Oilers’ tome will sufficiently tug at he heart- 
strings of those sentimental saps (especially

the dead and dying (the main char- 
acter even contemplates writing an 
autobiography titled The Life and 
Death of a Male Body), death is literal- 
ly and figuratively nothing more 
than the conclusion (and sometimes 
the motivation) for a meditation on 
how lives are lived. Well, at least, 
how male lives are lived... 

Everyman deserves a dose of criti- 
cism for being, at its most superficial, 
nothing more than the story of an 


unhealthy philanderer who makes a 
disaster of three marriages, alienates 
two sons, and finally exiles himself 
in an upper class retirement village 
on the beaches of his youth, where 
he gets hopeless boners ogling 
young joggers passing by. 

Luckily Roth’s telling of the story 
is expert enough to limit the signifi- 
cance of male libido and transform it 
into the mundane grist for moral 
interrogation. 

The protagonist's infidelity, the 
personal weakness that allowed for 
that infidelity (often too homy), later 
family jealousies, and the final col- 
lapse of his ability to form even sim- 
ple friendships motivates a book that 
is ultimately a long, plainly-put 
meditation on simple ethical ques- 
tions that have become fashionable 
to ignore: Why am I here? How do I 
treat others? Why do I continue? 

The “stoic” answer to those ques- 
tions, attributed to the protagonist's 
Jewish immigrant grandfather, 
offers faint hope: “Just take it as it 
comes. Hold your ground and take 
it as it comes. There's no other way.” 

The story’s limited bursts of ener- 
gy come when the characters are 
forced to consider what they will do 
if they can’t “take it as it comes,” 
what happens to a man who, after 
living a life in the middle of every- 





thing, finds himself, through a con 
bination of self-created circumstan 
and bad luck, “in the middle of 
nothing.” 

Roth offers more than a few hin 
of his mission as the story forges 0; 
including a reference to Hamlet, « 
of the most existentially tortured 
characters in literary history. The 
Dane's question, “To be or not to 
be?” is always waiting in the wing, 
of the retired protagonist's con- 
sciousness. 

As the main character is slow], 
dragged closer to his New Jersey 
cemetary plot by a series of hospi 
izations, his father’s stoic advice 
grows ever more impotent. 

Continuous hospital visits, acc, 
panied by arterial catheters, stint 
and built-in heart defibrillators sti 
regret, reminiscence, and, ultimate| 
the complete social alienation of 
aman. 

Roth is both brutal and gentle i: 
his telling of the personal decision: 
and battles that fill all lives with 
doubt and remorse, and it is our co) 
lective familiarity with emotional 
and physical pain that will keep 
readers locked into this otherwis: 
modest story. 

But be warned, Everyman is not 
your typical light summer read.

Douglas Clark: alive in Sweet Immortality 





SWEET IMMORTALITY

SWEET IMMORTALITY ENCOMPASSES 
series from the late career of Canadi- 
an photographer Douglas Clark, 
whose untimely death in 1999 
robbed the country of a boisterous, 
thought-provoking, funny presence. 
The title of the show refers to Clark's 
belief in the medium of photography 
as a lasting record that gives a 
thought or moment everlasting life. 

The groups of his works at the Art 
Gallery of Alberta—which, as the 
Edmonton Art Gallery, employed 
Clark for a spell as a photo editor— 
demonstrate his strengths in captur- 
ing interesting tableaus and in creat- 
ing them. 

Clark didn‘tanake the distinction. 
He regarded all images in the gaze 
of his lens as “collectibles,” saying in 
a documentary, “I love taking pic- 
tures as a way of nostalgia, of note- 
taking, of collecting. I collect in my 
camera.” He also collected copiously 
off-camera, fascinated by ephemera 
and the detritus of memory and 
experience. 

Much of the miscellanea Clark 
gathered makes up his subjects for 
the series Articles of Faith. More close- 
ly evoking the cluttered, ramshackle 
work of the hoarding dioramist 
Joseph Cornell than another photog- 
rapher, Articles uses everything from 
antique sexual iconography and 
pornography to nostalgic illustra- 
tions and vintage geegaws to make 
up Franken-images that are as frag- 
mented and loosely co-relational as a 
dream. 

Titles of these pieces, which are 
tall and shaped like a door, include 


provocative questions such as, “Do 
you have dreams that you hide?” 
and “Do you have confidence in fic- 
tion?” 

The stunning Shelf Life is a wall-to- 
wall set of shelves with rows of paint 
can-sized tins orderly lining them. 
The tins are each printed with a pair 
of hands—sign language being a 
Clark obsession—revealing much 
about the inner world of their own- 
ers. The hands are clasped in prayer, 
fondling guns, twisting with worry, 
or occupied with other revealing 
gestures. 

The iconography of life and death 
and beyond illustrates GIO. Gos- 
samer and bone wings support oth- 
erworldly heads, while flies and 
angels bumble around Madonnas 
and globes, unclear on who is play- 
ing for Team Good or Team Evil. 

Even Clark's straightforward 
Travel Panoramas are quirky. Though 
postcard-ish, they portray the banal 
side of tourist destinations, the least 
spectacular areas of Asia, Europe, 
and Niagara Falls. 

Streeters and Interiors takes Travel 
Panoramas further, fixating on the 
inadvertent shrines at work and at 
home everyone the world over cre- 
ates, the areas that hold our keys and 
reminders and affectionate little sig- 
nifiers of our inner and exterior lives. 
Venice yields a close up of some- 
one’s cluttered desk surface, while 
Paris is represented by a tie-adorned 
corner of an atelier. 

Like Clark, the moments that 
comprise the shows have lived and 
passed on. 

Also like Clark, they've been 
granted a form of afterlife in Sweet 
Immortality.

All things great and small 


Clint Wilson explores the futility of existence 





PARTICLE THEORY 
By Clint Wilson, Site #21, Ten Building

It’S AN EXCEEDINGLY HUMAN EXPERE- 
ence to have sudden fleeting jolts of 
extreme loneliness twisted with 
wonder—those flashes of total 
awareness that we are small and 
vulnerable and fractionally momen- 
tary within a vast, chilly universe. 

Being human also means not 
being able to dwell on our cosmic 
status for long without losing our 
minds, but artist Clint Wilson has 
built a whole body of work around 
uncomfortable notions like insignifi- 
cance and futility. 

Wilson’s two-part installation is a 
little off the beaten Works path but 
well worth seeking out, for the aus- 


tere beauty in both his ideas and in 


the execution of them. Particle Theory 
is comprised of a set of enlarged 
scans of dust specks coaxed into a 
celestial waltz, and an audio and 
video loop projected (and perfectly 
fitting) a windowpane that plays a 
sequence of rain falling onto a’cam- 
era lens and being wiped off. 


He is a fastidious artist—intellec- 
tually and aesthetically. The paper in 
one of his framed pieces is beginning 
to wrinkle, almost imperceptibly, 
and he laid out the considerable 
expense of reprinting the enlarge- 
ment rather than letting the imper- 
fect work hang. 

In terms of conceptual develop- 
ment in his practice, he dislikes 
branding himself as an “installation 
artist,” asserting that, “the media 
works with the idea. I am interested 
in the representation of an idea and 
use whatever will help the idea 
carry forward.” 

The aesthetic musings on univer- 
sal themes were sparked by imper- 
fections that were generated while 
Wilson was producing a series 
built around butterflies that bore 
corporate identities and explored 
earthy concerns (nature, identity, 
commercialism). 

While preparing scans, the metic- 
ulous Wilson was bedeviled, later 
beguiled, by the dust on the scanner 
marring his work. 

Wilson creates images by consult- 
ing the computer program Starfinder. 


“It’s star-watching for lazy people 
who don’t want to go outside,” he 
quips. “It shows me what's directly 
overhead right at that time.” Wilson 
collects dust from the corners of his 
house and arranges them on the 
scanner in the shape of the constella- 
tion identified. 

He approximates a background 
starfield, and prints the image with 
the date, time, and astronomical ref- 
erence points alongside Although 
they are portraying unimaginably 
large structures, you can also make 
out the small world of the dust 
speck—hairs, crumbs, and some- 
times a critter or two. 

The video is about, “futility of 
process, like Sisyphus pushing a 
rock up a hill—repetitive motion 
and an elusive goal.” Perfectly 
framed in the space’s window, that 
component is strikingly visible after 
hours, a powerful illusion. ‘ 

Wilson’s combined vision evokes 
the “small us; big universe” feeling, 
but the strength of his work allevi- 
ates the weight and heightens 


the awe.

Letras Latinas showcases South America as design hotbed

FONTS ARE THE SECRET SCAFFOLDING 
of textual language. A well-chosen 
eae is more than readability 
lubricant lending invisible heft to 
Meaning. Poor font choice hampers 
understanding, while skillful selec- 
tion enhances language, conveying 
additional layers of context, height- 
ening mood, or delivering the sucker 
punch of irony. 
___ Despite seeing hundreds of fonts a 
day, most of us never notice them— 
‘unless they arrest the eye by being 
d dable. As in all areas of design, 
these never really notices 
| unless they fail. 

According to Jorge Frascara, Pro- 
fessor Emeritus of Art and Design at 
the University of Alberta, typeface 
design is “almost the most esoteric 
thing you can think of And a hell of 
a lot of work.” Frascara points out 
that while there are only 26 letters in 
the Roman alphabet, there are 
almost a hundred more symbols 
(think of everything text encompass- 
es, from punctuation to accents). 

Add in other components that 
make up a font “family” —light and 
bold versions, expanded and con- 
densed type, italics, etc —and some 
families be made up of hundreds of 
signs, each requiring the individual 
crafting touch of the designer. All 
this patient nuanced labour just so a 
keyboard tap can summon a symbol 
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SHAUN GOUDIE 


into existence at the service of your 
words. 

Which makes it more remarkable 
when Frascara, an Argentine who 
has lived in Canada since the 1970s, 
notes that the current Latin Ameri- 
can design frenzy has been fueled by 
the self-taught. “There weren‘t y 
design courses fora long time 
Design in Latin America was really 
made possible by tec hnology and 
electronic media. There's quite a lot 
of activity right now. Buenos Aires 
was identified by UNESCO [The 
United Nations’ world heritage pro- 
tection branch] as a ‘City of Design,’ 
along with Montreal and Berlin.’ 

The widespread dissemination of 
computers and related technologies 
throughout the region brought the 
worldwide culture of design to Latin 
America. Designers, however, want- 
ed to participate in the global visual 
dialogue with their own unique 
voices. 

“There's a Northern European tra 
dition of designing fonts,” Frascara 
states. “Heavy industry imported 
fonts to South America. Yet the visu 
al design of fonts didn’t mesh with 
our cultures—signs and sounds in 
Spanish and Portuguese that don’t 
have counterparts, letters that occur 
together that don’t in other lan- 
guages, and representation of Abo- 
niginal language sounds’—clicking 
of teeth, inhalations—for which 
there aren't notations in the Roman 
alphabet.” Latin American design- 
ers, Frascara concludes, are “design- 
ing the fonts with which we speak 
our language.” 

Letras Latinas is identified as a 
“movement” as well as a show.

Super sudsy 


New Superman owes a little to the soaps 





SUPERMAN RETURNS 

Directed by Bryan Singer, Starring Brandon 
Routh, Kate Bosworth, Kevin Spacey,

AT FIRST GLANCE, THE IDEA OF 
continuing the Superman franchise 
seems like utter heresy. Why would 
the WB’s powers-that-be even con- 
sider such a notion? John Williams's 
epic, sweeping score in the original, 
those whooshing blue titles, are 
practically part of our cultural DNA. 
And what of the late Christopher 
Reeve, whose sly wit, open-hearted 
earnestness, and square jaw defined 
the Man of Steel for a generation of 
fans? Aren’t we dissing his memory 
by daring to entertain the idea of 
someone else in those tights? 

But with director Bryan Singer at 
the helm, Superman Returns is no 
cynical cash-grabbing attempt to 
kickstart the franchise just for the 
sake of revenue. For one thing, 
Singer is no stranger to satisfying 
people's expectations while making 
a tweak or two, as he demonstrated 
as director of the first two X-Men 
movies. And it sure helps that, as a 
devotee of the original 1978 Super- 
man, Singer constantly pressed X- 
Men producer Richard Donner for 
anecdotes about his directorial expe- 
riences on that film. So Williams’ 
theme, along with a fine John 
Ottman score, is here, as are the blue 
titles. There’s even archival footage 
of Marlon Brando as Jor-El. 

It's obvious that great care went 
into the casting of the central role 
over the decade or so that Returns 
was in development. Stars such as 
Nicolas Cage (who dropped out due 
to delays), Josh Hartnett (who 
balked at the three-film commit- 
ment), and Paul Walker (permit me 


a waking nightmare... there, it’s 
over), were considered, but in the 
end 25-year-old soap star Brandon 
Routh won out. His performance 
recalls Reeve's boyish charm and 
charisma without aping it. A soap 
star playing Superman, you scoff? 
Hey, so was Reeve. 

So far, we're still in our cinematic 
comfort zone, and with over 25 
years since the original film burst 
onto screens, the effects in Returns 
are definitely influenced by the 
emergence of the Matrix and Spider 
Man films, what with their zoom- 
and-swoop cameras over the 
Fortress of Solitude and the wire 
work as the newly arrived Clark 
Kent (Routh) stretches his legs back 
on the Smallville family farm after 
five years away. 

Every bit of the film’s reported 
$360 million budget is up on the 
screen, and Superman Returns has so 
much going for it that it’s a shame 
that the script by Michael Dougher- 
ty, Dan Harris and Singer owes 
more than a debt to the Spider Man 
school of superhero inner angst. 
Superman’s quest for truth, justice 
and the American way has taken a 
back seat to his love for Lois Lane 
(Kate Bosworth). 

Following a five-year sabbatical to 
see the remnants of Krypton, he dis- 
covers that the people of his adopted 
Earth don’t need him anymore. 
When you take off for five years 
without a word, them’s the breaks I 
guess, but Lois has rubbed salt in 
Supe’s wounds by winning a 
Pulitzer Prize for an article entitled 
“Why the World Doesn't Need 
Superman”, and gotten together 
with one Richard White (X-Men’s 
James Marsden), blandly handsome 
nephew of Daily Planet boss Perry 


White (Frank Langella). Did I men- 
tion her young son yet? 

While the Man of Steel's got his 
tights in a knot acting every inch the 
spumed lover as he uses his super 
hearing to eavesdrop on them, his 
arch-nemesis Lex Luthor (Kevin 
Spacey), has taken full advantage of 
the fact that Superman wasn’t 
around to be a witness at the trial 
that released him from prison. And 
Luthor’s also got a pass key for the 
Fortress of Solitude, and all of the 
technological secrets that it holds. 

If you're beginning to wonder if 
hiring a lead actor well versed in the 
soap opera form was the filmmak- 
ers’ idea all along, then I'm inclined 
to agree with you. 

The sight of Clark cracking a fami- 
ly photo in frustration during a con- 
versation with Jimmy Olsen will 
unsettle the stomachs of Superman 
fans who knew that part of the mis- 
sion statement imparted by Jor-El 
involved a little something about not 
messing with human history. 

Superman’s not supposed to get 
pissed about mundane matters of 
the heart. He's got the world to save, 
after all, but, aside from a quick 
MTV-style globetrotting news mon- 
tage, and an admittedly nifty shuttle 
rescue, there’s precious little world- 
saving happening as we're forced to 
sit through seemingly endless Lois 
and Clark meet scenes—scenes that 
work well on TV with Dean Cain 
and Teri Hatcher, but have no 
business in a movie a decade in 
the making. 

Thankfully, Spacey is on hand to 
make Lex a truly chilling, megalo- 
maniacal villain. He doesn’t consider 
himself a god, oh no. To him, gods 
are people who zip around in capes 
and don’t share any of their power. 


So he uses his newfound power to 
EMP every electronic device on 
Earth, so he can remake it in his 
image, and exploit Superman’s 
Achilles heel in the process. 
Superman Returns isn’t a total 
waste of time. It’s just a flawed 
example of “don’t worry, we'll fix it 
in the other two” filmmaking. Kevin 
Spacey’s Lex is heavy on the menace 
while eschewing the campier Gene 








Hackman elements, and Singer 
seems in a hurry to get to the 
Clark/Lois/Richard triangle. Routh 
definitely is comfortable filling 
Reeve’s iconic shoes, and if 
Bosworth is given more to play than 
a frustrated love object next time, 
I'm willing to believe that there are 
bigger and better things in store for 
2009 and beyond.

Documents of a dying world 


Renowned photographer's work explored in new doc 





WILLIAM EGGLESTON IN 

THE REAL WORLD 

Directed by Michael Almereyda, Starring 
William Eggleston, Jun 2-3, Metro Cinema 
(Citadel Theatre, Ziedler Hall), toes? 





‘THE TROUBLE IS WHATEVER IT IS 
about pictures, photographs. It’s just 
about impossible to follow up with 
words. They don’t have anything to 
do with each other.” 

William Eggleston is not copping 
out here. He's simply such a sublime 
photographer that his point about 
discussion stands. Speaking fluently 
with a fairly exclusive visual lan- 
guage, Egeleston’s photos are nei- 
ther lessened nor strengthened by 
analysis. 

So when filmmaker Michael 
Almereyda baits this god of the 
wide-angle snapshot with preten- 
tious talk of photos being ghosts of 
dead moments, Eggleston's dis- 
missal and stubbornness is actually 
wonderful. And despite the fact that 
precious few can empirically 
demonstrate Eggleston’s storytelling 
vernacular behind a camera, almost 


everyone alive can understand it, 
even taste its colour. 

William Eggleston in the Real World 
is a fantastic document, and that’s 
despite some of its intentions. 
Almereyda follows Eggleston 
around with a video camera through 
Kentucky, Memphis, New York, and 
L.A., as the mundane-obsessed pho- 
tographer slowly sniffs out environ- 
ments, looking for pretty light, 
humour and the erosion of all things 
American. 

Eggleston is hired by Gus Van 
Sant to shoot his hometown of May- 
field, Kentucky, and it’s here we first 
see him meticulously at work, say- 
ing almost nothing, circling door- 
ways like a crow. 

The secret to Eggleston’s photos is 
that he clearly understands that 
framed right, absolutely everything 
in the entire world is beautiful, even 
if the man refuses to acknowledge 
his importance as a historian. As 
he'd say himself, it doesn’t matter. 

The film opens with Almereyda 
using flowery language to grow a 
pedestal for Eggleston, but the narra- 


tive thankfully drops off and we get 
a sense the filmmaker is beginning 
to understand the shutterbug’s gift. 
Included deliberately are shots of 
Eggleston shaking toilet paper off 
his foot or, just for an instant, 
spreading his coat flaps like a little 
sparrow’s wings. And kudos for 
that. 

To frame the film, Almereyda pro- 
vides some necessary context to 
make his vision work, including div- 
ing into William's personal life, 
which seems to include the map, at 
least, of a love triangle. Eggleston 
gets right blasted at a fatalistic 
female friend’s house—one of those 
“trouble girls” who predicts she 
won't be around for long as the pho- 
tographer sketches an abstract of her 
twitching on the couch. Their inter- 
action reveals why Eggleston's a 
high-functioning artist, namely that 
his latest work is usually his all-time 
favourite thanks to its freshness and 
personal relevance. We also delve 
into his genesis, noting his grandfa- 
ther’s shooting skill and devastating 
death. Still, our reaction to the 








images is just as impacting. 

Though unspoken, the film asks 
us to explore the nature of visual 
nostalgia. Are decaying highway 
signs hand-painted in the ’50s really 
in such an advantageous aesthetic 
position to outclass the tacky, global- 
ized totes of today after 50 years of 
impending rain and sun bleach? 

Does distorted childhood familiar- 
ity make us gravitate towards the 
vintage or is there an actual, measur- 
able ideal that we're losing? Time 


will tell. But again: shot right, every 
thing is beautiful. 

Now in his 60s, Eggleston pries 
around corners like a bottle-picker 
catching the usual policy shit from 
uninventive retail drones and hig) 
praise from imported burrito-mak- 
ers: “Praise the Lord for the peopl: 
who take the picture!” Matter-of- 
factly, Eggleston shows off his 
wonky synth symphonies, chain- 
smoking and drinking to excess 
though it loosens him up. 

“Tell you the truth, I don’t care 
what anybody says,” he slurs. “Yes,! 
do care,” he trails off. : 

Since having MOMA’s first one 
man colour photography show in 
1976, Eggleston's precise shutter- 
clicks have numbered in the hun- 
dreds of thousands. Like abstract a" 
there is a childlike “I could do that 
sense, which has earned him detrac 
tors over the years and even a per 
sonal attack letter from the meticu- 
lous B&W forest-prober Ansel 
Adams. Crammer. 

The point is—most people don’t 
bother shooting these details of an 
eroding civilization, instead wastins 
thousands of shitty date-stamped 
flash portraits on their same-y 
babies. So you tell me who'll get a" 
emotional response in 200 years.

FOR SOME TIME NOW, MIDDLE 
Eastern filmmakers have been 
responding to Western clichés of a 
culture clash (pitting the Muslim 
world against the West, portraying it 
as exclusively populated by suicidal 
fanatics manipulated by religious 
fundamentalists) by producing 
introspective stories centering on 
characters, rather than on the con- 
flicts they may be involved in. 

It seems that Israeli director Amos 
Gitai aspires to join this group of 
Middle Eastern filmmakers favour- 
ing a cinema free to choose its own 
topics, a cinema that acts as a shield 
against fundamentalists who try to 
impose their world-view to colonize 
the political sphere of society. 

In his latest feature, young Ameri- 
can Rebecca (Natalie Portman) 
arrives in Jerusalem to marry the son

(Aki Avni) of the Spanish Mrs. Breit- 
berg (portrayed by Pedro Almod6- 
var favourite Carmen Maura), who’s 
just finished his service with the 
Israeli Defence Forces.

ken Westerners, as she is in a bit of 
jam herself. She and her hubby pro- 
vide not only secure vehicles for 
wealthy foreigners who want to tour 
the Holy Land in bullet-proof style, 
but anyone in the region who can 
afford one. Their middleman is an 
elusive character known as “the 
American,” based in one of Jordan's 
two Free Zones—areas in which 
goods can be stored free of customs 
and excise duties, essentially outside 
of Jordanian jurisdiction, and, hence, 
excellent staging grounds for all 
sorts of activities the authorities need 
not know about or approve of. 

“The American” owes the couple 
a substantial sum of money, a sum 
that would come in handy after 
Hanna’s beloved Moshe lands in 
hospital following a rocket attack on 
their farm. So Hanna’s in no mood 
to console strangers; she needs to get 
to Jordan ina hurry. 

Rebecca has had her fill of the 
Holy Land, upon finding out that 
her betrothed got carried away ina 
Palestinian refugee camp, behaving 
like most young men do when 
empowered with severe firepower 
and faced with resistance consisting 
mainly of women and children. 
Having broken off the engagement, 


. she simply desires to be anywhere 


but there. So she insists Hanna take 


Despite the amount of time they 
spend in each other’s company, th« 
are all self-absorbed, each with her 
own interpretation of her surround 
ings, incapable of empathizing with 
the others, locked in their own per- 
spective and circular dialogue—lik« 
director Gitai would have us believ: 
everyone else in the Middle East. 
Not even the meddling of outside 
powers seems noticeable to the 
antagonists, so entrenched are they 
in their own hardships. 

Gitai’s camera, on the other hand, 
handled by Laurent Brunet and 
Renato Berta, is anything but static, 
providing his story with a handheld 
documentary video style that, 
depending on one’s perspective, 
may either seem artistic or irritating: 
ly amateurish. Background comes 
from flashbacks that overlap the 
ongoing action, in a manner similar 
to the Arabic, Hebrew, and English 
dialogue embellished with colloquia! 
dialects, at times as confusing as 
they are informative. 

Director Gitai tries to provide an 
Israeli equivalent to the films of such 
Palestinian filmmakers like Elia 
Sulieman, but lacking their scope, 
underlying humour, pathos, and 
sensitivity, Free Zone is only partially 
successful.

Geldzahler, who had been 
deeply engaged with the whole art scene 
over he years, chose pieces based on what 
he had tound in galleries along the way 
what he liked and wanted to see again 

That personal approach got him in trou- 
ble, but it also, as Lorry Poons observes, 
made it so that “things were presented in a 
way that was equal.’ 

Geldzahler facilitated a moment that 
brought modern American art to the general 
public before the dealers, auctioneers, and 
the market began to determine what was 
good and what wasn’t 

But the film doesn’t address bias, falling 
somewhat into the trap of idolizing its sub- 
ject.

John Kirkpatrick takes on Shakespeare’s most infamous character

PLAYING HAMLET, SAYS JOHN KIRK- 
patrick, is a treat, an honour, “that of 
course I gave to myself”. 

The Free Will Players Artistic 
Director is usually behind the scenes 
crafting one of the two productions 
playing in rep at the River City 
Shakespeare Festival. Last year it 
was Romeo and Juliet, in 2004, Twelfth 
Night. Before that he was a familiar 
face onstage in productions ranging 
from The Tempest to The Merry. Wives 
of Windsor. 

So, what is Kirkpatrick’s take on 
the role of roles? The role which 
defined Olivier, Gielgud, Burton? 
Off the bat, he says the rehearsal 
process has been a lot of fun, but 
pauses. 

“It's the kind of role people tend 
to put on a pedestal, but if you do 
that, you're doomed... [Olivier and 
Gielgud] are personalities. I can’t 
believe that Olivier ever went into 
the role thinking his Hamlet would 
define a generation. If you were that 
self-confident, you'd blow. Hanilet 
sucks if you're too aware of the 
majesty.” 

In essence, Kirkpatrick and direc- 
tor Marianne Copithorne have gone 
to brass tacks in their take on the so- 
called Melancholy Dane. It’s about 
simplification and keeping the bag-

gage simple and accessible. “He’s 
just a guy who started out at school 
his dad, who he loved, died and his 
mum married his uncle. It’s simple 
although there are some extraordi- 
nary elements like meeting with the 
ghost.” 

However Hamlet, in addition to 
being considered the uber-tragedy is 
also maligned as a play in which 
“nothing happens” Kirkpatrick is 





unequivocal in his response, the play 
is very active in a forward way, not 
in a way that neuters. “Hamlet is a 
modern person who second 
thoughts and concerns for big things 
like killing his uncle or rebuffing his 
girlfriend. These are not easy things, 
he has attacks of conscience.” 

Pretty heavy territory for “a guy 
on a quest to find out what went on 
and seek revenge.”

HOW WIRED IS URBANTILITY, THE 
brand-new solo show written and 
starring Jon Lachlan Stewart? 

Well, given that the author/star of 
NextFest/Fringe festival hits like Lit 
fle Room (produced when Stewart 
was only 18), Grumplestock’s and 
Twisted Things (initially produced at 
this year’s NextFest and being 
remounted in August during the 
Fringe) is famous for his super-ener- 
gized and profoundly physical per- 
formances, it’s almost a shock to 
hear him describe his brand-new 
show as the most exhausting project 
he’s ever done. 

“This is a story that’s at the very 
edge of a cliff,” says Stewart, 20. “It’s 
intense and explodes like firecrack- 
ers at the end and on some days I’m 
wondering if I can completely pull it 
off. There’s this one scene in the 
show where I play three different 
characters who have this big fight 
scene. That means I have to beat 
myself up.” 

Urbantility is being self-produced 
by Stewart as one of two one-person 
shows (collectively titled City Farm 
Seed) running June 29 to July 9 at the 
Azimuth Theatre. Both shows in this 
multi-disciplinary evening of the- 
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atre-with-dance-elements feature 
some form of reference to 
sperm/seed pulled along an 
urban/rural divide. The rural half of 
the show is Spunk’‘d, a piece written 
by and starring Calgary's Ella 
Simon, arising out of a.One Yellow 
Rabbit theatre intensive. 

“My piece is about a hypochon- 
driac young construction worker

who is terrified of the prospect of 
having children and becomes haunt- 
ed by his own sperm and terrified 
dreams and has to find a way out,” 
Stewart says, underlining that like 
Little Room, this new one-person 
show features an obsessive character 
with a unique and internal view of a 
world rocked by “new and terrify- 
ing” ideas. 

“This new show is ina different 
key and has some really ridiculous 


moments, and while my other 
shows have been more black than 
comedies, this one is a true black 
comedy.” 

Unlike his other physical theatre 
work, Stewart says that “Urbantility 
is being directed /choreographed by 
a trained dancer, an artistic reality 
that totally ups the physical stake.” 

“The whole play is also scored 
complete with repeated and recog- 
nized themes,” he says, seeing the 
story as the tale of a simple young 
man who sees his life as a “gigantic 
epic adventure”. 

“It’s the most precise show I’ve 
ever been involved in. Every breath 
is measured and there for a reason.” 

Ironically enough, given the 
weirdness of Stewart's writing and 
story scenarios, the origins of his 
authorial experiences are more auto- 


biographical and grounded than not. 


Little Room started with a year’s 
worth of experimental writing 
where the young author allowed 
himself to explore the more obses- 
sive side of this personality; Twisted 
Things arose out of his studies of 
Shakespeare and fascination with 
language; and even the fairytale- 
inspired Grumplestock's was guided 
by the desire to approach a “charac- 
ter-driven” story more as something 
like: veracity-driven history-based- 
story-telling (albeit in an over-the- 
top, Lord of the Rings kind of history) 
than an out-and-out fantasy lark.

Despite the mangling at the hands 
of many inept high school English 
teachers, Hamlet is a play full of 
humanity. It’s important to remem- 
ber that Shakespeare wasn’t some 
scholar in a garret says Kirkpatrick 
“He was a drinking, womanizing 
actor wrote who wrote plays for 
people and the intellectuals of the 
time. Shakespeare was just a great 
observer of self and others. There’s a 
level of honesty that he writes with 
which is difficult especially in this 
play. It’s pretty bare.” 

The honesty of intent and lan- 
guage render the need to hook the 
audience right off the top impera- 
tive. It’s part of the reason “anachro- 
nisms abound” each summer in 
Hawrelak Park. This Hamlet is 
ostensibly set in the waning days of

Stewart is also dedicated to his 
vocation as a writer, a dedication 
that takes a toll on his already busy 
full-time reality as an acting student 
at Vancouver's Studio 58. 

That means the high-energy actor- 
cum-author has to squeeze in any bit 
of time he can to write, noting that 
he filled notebook after notebook 
with Twisted Things text in aban- 
doned parking lots and in early 
morning breakfast restaurants. 

Not to say that this stolen- 
moments approach to writing 
means his output and creativity 
suffers. 

In fact, Stewart says he had to cut 
Twisted Things down to skin and 
bones to fit it into his NextFest slot 
and is now looking at re-fleshing the 
text for its Fringe Festival berth. 

One more challenge Stewart is fac- 





World War Two. The setting is 
remote enough to underline the 
play’s timelessness, but recent 
enough to play on the audience's 
collective memory. “We don’t want 
the shows to be museum pieces, It’s 
important that the emotional 
response not be alienated. I saw an 
uncut Romeo and Juliet with Eliza- 
bethan costumes, the whole nine- 
yards, it was impossible to perceive 
it as other than Elizabethan. Collec- 
tive memory goes back about as far 
as photos. Not iambic pentameter.” 

Kirkpatrick pauses—“Sharing 
with the audience is something this 
company does really well.” He feels 
the longevity of the Free Will Players 
is due to the great material but also 
its delivery froma place of great 
honesty. 

Sure, Shakespeare is meant to be 
delivered with vocal beauty, but “99 
percent of the time, the audience is 
not responding to the technical [vir- 
tuosity] but the honest actor honest- 
ly giving it.” 

And so, setting all doubt aside, 
Kirkpatrick is thoroughly invested i: 
a role that he admits is a step in his 
career growth. “Don’t get me 
wrong, I’m not taking the stakes out 
of what this is. [But] he’s not a 
poseur. He isn’t sulky; he goes 
through great moments of humani- 
ty, he loves his friends. Finding the 
normal guy is extraordinary.”

“This is the first serious produc- 
tion I’ve produced with the most 
artists involved.

So, the upshot is that an already — 
tired Stewart needs to push himself 
forward and tackle all the other 
demands a production of a play 
makes on a producer: posters to 
post, interviews to give, sound 
recordings to record and a bevy of 
conflicting schedules to reconcile.

struts across the stage. As in other 
years, the 2006 Sterling Awards 
evening was a veritable blaze of 
glamour from long legs and tuxedo 
shirts to long skirts and plunging 
décolletages or classic tailoring juxta- 
posed against neo-disco and thong 
sandals for the men. 

Chattering like a flock of gaily 
coloured parrots, Edmonton's thes- 
pians, directors, designers, artistic 
directors, stage managers, adminis- 
trators, techs, and their supporters 
thronged the Mayfield Dinner The- 
atre for parasol-bedecked cocktails 
and buffet before the show itself, 
affably hosted by beloved arts com- 
mentator Colin MacLean and the 
ever-adorable Kate Ryan (clad ina 
frou-frou of delectable gowns by 
Maggie Walt and Emma Scott). 

This year, the Sterling voters 
strewed largesse widely, with no 
one theatre or production dominat- 
ing the proceedings. If frontrunners 
are to be identified, it’s a study in 
contrast, with the big house—the 
Citadel—and the tiny Concrete The- 
atre neck and neck with three wins 
each. The other nominated compa- 
nies shared an even split of awards.

PURELY AND SIMPLY, DEL THA FUNKEE 
Homosapien (born Teren Delvin 
Jones) has been there and back 
again. With a storied career counting 
a number of notable records (No 
Need For Alarm, Deltron 3030) and 
affiliations (Hieroglyphics, Dan The 
Automator, El-P, Gorillaz), you'd 
think someone on his level would be 
spending the later parts of this 
decade doing songs with Dave 
Matthews like Jurassic 5 is. So why 
isn’t Del a household name? 

“Y’m not on every cereal box or 
anything, but le know me,” 
Sel oem his hotel in Vancou- 
ver. “I couldn’t walk down the street 
without someone being like ‘Mr. 
Dobalina’ or later with the Gorillaz 
thing. Really, I feel like my music 
wasn’t good enough back then to get 
to a certain point. I think I’m way 
better now. I’m playing for real 
now.” 

Many may think that the afore- 
mentioned “playing for real” has 
already come to pass for the Oak- 
land-born rapper and producer. 
After years of high-minded collabo- 
ration with his group Hieroglyphics, 
a couple classic records, and several 
critically acclaimed side projects, his 
success has grown to cult status 
within both the spheres of under- 
ground hip-hop and the notably spe- 
cific college indie circuit. 

“Everything depends on the pro- 
ject. When I'm just Del, I like to have 
an urban type mentality. I try to 

things ona street level. I'd 
make stuff like Deltron-Z because | 
didn’t want to confuse people who 
would normally pick up a Del 
record.” 

Del has taken a new focus of late 


during his hiatus in recording since 
2000's Both Sides Of The Brain and 
2001's Future Development. He's 
learned the nuances of music theory 
in order to streamline his songs 
towards scientific consistency. 


DIFFERENT SIDES 

“I know music now. I’ve studied 
music theory for six or seven years 
and it’s made it much easier to orga 
nize music,” he explains. “Now I 
have an understanding of all Black 
music. I always had a good ear, but 
now I know what I’m hearing with 
it. Before I felt like I wasn’t putting 
my mind into it. I want to make sure 
I can deliver a good product.” 

When it comes to characters, Del 
is up there with Kool Keith and MF 
Doom (coincidentally, they are also 
college-core rap darlings) as a man 
of many faces. He started off his rap 
career as a mildly Afrocentric mem- 
ber of his cousin Ice Cube’s thugged- 
out West Coast rap outfit Da Lynch 
Mob, went through space travel as 
Deltron-Z, and explored duplicity as 
Omnicron, just to name a few. 

“Richard Pryor is a big-ass influ- 
ence to me, especially with jokes and 
skits. I observe people and notice 
things other people don’t realize. 
People don’t know I'ma writer too. 
might do a whole novel one day. 
You have to be visual with your 
writing.” 

While his more recent works have 
been met with mixed reviews, his 
conceptual qualities have never been 
in question. Who else can boast 
more diverse subject matter? He’s 
rapped about riding the train, his 
proclivity for dark-skinned black 
girls, intergalactic space battles, bad 
hygiene, Dreamcast games, Rolling 
Stone journalists and, in the case of 
his collaboration “Clint Eastwood”

FOOD FOR THOUGHT 

One thing that is always in ques- 
tion is the nature of Del's live show 
Tour reports have expressed concern 
for his well-being as well as his on-

Some have complained about Del 
sitting down to eat Ramen noodles 
while the rest of Hiero spin through 
their verses, waiting for his turn to 
spit. Others have even talked of Del 
nodding off on stage. Is this what 
one can expect from a Del perfor- 
mance? 

“If I'm eating something, I’m 
gonna bring it on stage with me until 
I’m finished. There have been times 
I've been on stage and it’s so hot that 
Y'll be close to blacking out. You 
don’t really eat good food on the 
road, (you eat) like McDonalds and 
shit, so that doesn’t help either. I’ve 
also rode my scooter out on stage 
before. I just do what I want, basical- 
ly.” 

~ Doing what he’s wanted to do has 
brought Del an almost mythical level 
of respect in the hip-hop world, but 
his choice of mostly self-producing 
Both Sides Of The Brain was met 
largely with dissent. Naturally, Del 
will continue doing what he wants. 

“All the stuff that I’ve learned is

FOR OVER 25 YEARS, JON MIKL THOR 
has been astounding rock audiences 
the world over with his muscular 
brand of heavy metal music. With a 
string of body building titles as well 
as a storied filmography (Zombie 
Nightmare, Rock n’ Roll Nightmare), 
Thor has always had a strong ten- 





dency towards the fantastical and 
the theatrical. 

With his musical beginnings in a 
Beatles-inspired band called The 
Ticks as a kid, Thor discovered his 
devotion to music at a young age. 
While in his teens, he also began 
winning bodybuilding contests, but 
upon discovering the early heavy 
stylings of bands like Iron Butterfly, 
Black Sabbath, and Led Zeppelin, a 
choice was made to devote himself 


to music. 

Thor began making a name for 
himself with a stage show that has 
included such feats as bending steel 
bars, having audience members 
pound blocks off of his chest with a 
sledgehammer, even exploding hot 
water bottle with his lungs. 

“Thad to stop doing that one 
though, I was losing too many brain 
cells. I don’t want to turn into a zom- 
bie up there on stage,” he chuckles. 

Another telling scene in his latest 
DVD An-Thor-Logy: 1976-1985 
shows a particularly brutal evening 
in which an overzealous audience 
member breaks Thor's ribs with a 
sledgehammer. But Thor will do 
whatever it takes to win over the 
audience. Comparing the stage to an 
arena, Thor brings costumes, props, 
and high-energy performances to 
the table. 

“First and foremost it’s about the 
music. The music is strong, so I don’t 
need to be standing up there, bend- 
ing steel all night long. If [Judas 
Priest's Rob] Halford can just stand 
there on stage and sing, I should be 
able to as well.” That being said, 
Thor promises masks, swords, and 
other feats of strength will also be 
part of the performance. 

But the muscular character also 
has a lighter side. A recent sojourn 
through the mountains to attend 
recording sessions afforded Thor a 
lot of time to contemplate the philos- 
ophy behind his upcoming release, 
Devastation of Musculation. 

“The album is like a metaphor for 
extremism in our culture, about how 
we take things too far,” he explains. 
“We're obsessed with being bigger, 
stronger, faster, better looking. I saw 
a piece on television about a guy 
who wanted huge biceps, so he 
injected his arms with so many oils 
and steroids that his arm exploded 
and started leaking pus everywhere. 
They had to cut it off.” 


But modern times also allowed for 
the album to be made possible, 
specifically with the huge advance- 
ments in digital recording technolo- 
gy. After demo-ing the album tracks 
in Kelowna’‘s Ornamental Ironworks 
Studios, owned by friend and collab- 
orator Mike Kishnik, the process 
was finished by fleshing out the 
ideas and sending the sound files 
back and forth via e-mail. “It made 
the collaboration so much easier by 
allowing us to work from our 
respective bases, but yet still work 
together.” 

Thor also explains how the digital 
age works to help bands record and 
promote their own music. “I think 
that digital technology makes it so 
much easier for young bands to get 
known, and it makes things way 
more competitive for bands. It’s 
tougher for the artist to make 
money, but it’s far easier to be 
heard.” 

However, Thor embraces the tech- 
nology and the opportunities it 
offers young bands to carry the torch 
of aggressive music. “It’s coming 
back, and it’s getting stronger. Metal 
is growing now. For a while, hip- 
hop kind of took over, but I think 
people want to see the bands, and go 
out and check out the shows.” 

His arrival here on Canada Day 
couldn’t be more timely for Thor, as 
he refers to Edmonton as the Heart 
of Canada. “I was rooting for the 
Oilers too, | was pulling for you 
guys.” 

But all the talk of riots of the past 
(and future?) does nothing to stoke 
the fear of Thor. Only one thing con- 
cerns the man. 

“Thad heard that you were run- 
ning low on beer as a result of the 
playoffs. I hope you’ve managed to 
replenish your stock. You always 
need plenty of mead when Thor 
comes to town.”

BILL LEEB NEVER SPEAKS WITH THE 
complacency of someone who's 
been in the same band for over 20 
years. He's excited to “get down 
with all the black-haired kids again” 
as he and Vancouver-based Front 
Line Assembly get set to tour North 
America for the first time in seven 
years. 

However, such a span of time and 
a legacy of success seem almost for- 
eign to Leeb when he thinks about it. 

“Honestly we had no money and 
no experience in creating something 
electronically that’s interesting,” he 
admits. “I never thought I was great 
vocalist. We've never had a manager 
or major label. It all just sort of hap- 
pened.” 

While FLA usually is a project 
evolving under his and Rhys Ful- 
ber’s creative and executive direc- 
tion, Leeb is particularly ecstatic 
when the conversation turns to their 
new album, Artificial Soldier. 

“The real fun thing was just get- 
ting together with Rhys, Chris, and 
Jeremy: Everyone was contributing 
and we were having this real band 


" vibe about the project. Everybody 


brought ideas, so it was nice to not 


~ have to start every song from scratch 


this time. We also have guest vocal- 
ists {Jean-Luc De Meyer of Front 242, 
Eskil Simonsson of Covenant] on the 
album, which is something we never 
did before.” 

If Leeb is relaxed, FLA’s music has 
never been so. Industrial music in its 
finest forms is meant to reflect the 
‘ills of society in frank, direct, and 
‘obviously brutal terms with a pur- 
pose to shock, to question. 

So in 2006, when the world seems 
_as socially and economically 


“irreparable as ever, is industrial 


music needed even more? 

“It’s all about balance,” says Leeb. 
“Over time, electronic dance music 
and Europop turned into this mind-

Leeb mentions Skinny Puppy and 
Ministry as allies but, musically 
they've distanced themselves from 
many industrial groups over the 
past 15 years. 

While some groups began wear 
ing their heavy metal influences on 
their sleeve and others kept their 
beats rigid into the 4/4 EBM form 
established in the late 1980s, FLA 
began to incorporate beats from all 
aspects of dance music—from trance 
to drum and bass. 

“Tt’s just musical interest,” states 
Leeb. “If I hear something really

QUITE UNUSUAL 

By then, Front 242 were quite a 
different lot than the one formed in 
1981 by Dirk Bergen and Daniel 
“Prothese” Bressanutti in the small 
Flemish hamlet of Aarschot, adding 
the Brussels-based Under Viewer 
duo of synthesist Patrick Codenys 
and vocalist /lyricist Jean-Luc De 
Meyer to the line-up, fighting fierce 
resistance from promoters, labels, 
and audience alike, upset by the 
band’s obvious lack of guitars. 

Originally envisioned as a multi- 
media group, Front 242 perfected its 
sound and visual tricks starting with 
the first album, Geography (1982), 
gradually progressing over several 
singles and EPs—among them End- 
less Riddance (1983), No Comment 
(1984), and Politics of Pressure (1985). 

By the time they were ready to 
realize their first proper group effort, 
Dirk Bergen had devoted himself 
wholly to graphic design, and been 
replaced on stage by vocalist and 
percussionist Richard “23” Jonck- 
heere. 

The name Front 242 had been cho- 


sen for its universality—it worked 
well in almost any language, and 
lent itself well to graphic interpreta- 
tion. Over time, the band also 
adopted a militant image, although 
unlike overtly political bands like 
Public Enemy, Front 242’s stance 
was one devoid of direct political 
exhortations. 

It was also one of strict anonymi- 
ty; pseudonyms, dark glasses, and 
para-military wardrobe protected 
the members’ identity as they car- 
ried out their mass-media manipula- 
tions. 


WHAT YOU HEAR IS 
WHAT YOU GET 


From the first notes of the opening 
track “W. Y. H. 1. W. Y.G.,” an audio 
analog of the programming term 
“What You See Is What You Get,” 
it’s clear that Official Version is an 
album concerned mainly with 
aggression and coercion, where 
soundscapes of disco rhythms are 
embellished by audio snippets, 


snatched from their original context — 


and electronically manipulated into 
new ones, in a manner as fluid as the 
chaotic reality they emulate. 

Without offering any particular 
opinions, Front 242 explore an exis- 
tence dominated by materialism, 
militarism, terrorism, and religious 
fundamentalism. 

Unlike the many copycats they 
inspired, Front 242 were unique not 
only in having two vocalists, but in 
both of them attempting to actually 
carry a tune—rather than spit it out 
through an effects unit. They were 
also uncommonly lyrical: whether 
describing the first morning of a 
seemingly inevitable conflict as 
“quite unusual,” or emulating the 
poetry lurking in such political 
sound bites that are virtually indis- 
tinguishable from advertising slo- 
gans—“Resorting to proper mea- 





sures to stop the trend/Previously 
unyielding but now compelled to 
bend /Official version...” 

They'd also perfected their knack 
for usurping dance music trends, as 
in “Television” —a track that starts 
out in their familiar menacing man- 
ner yet elegantly morphs into a Eur: 
Disco pastiche. 

Manipulating fragments of musi 
and vocals, Front 242 created a gen- 
uinely technological variety of pun| 
mirroring the information overload 
created by contemporary media— 
Cyberpunk in the proper sense of 
the term. 

And though technology as well as 
current events may have made this 
unit of Cold War jesters redundant, 
Official Version remains a reminder 
of a time when alternative dance 
music had ambitions beyond lend- 
ing suburban middle-class anxiety a 
voice.

“WE'LL GO ANYWHERE AND PLAY ANYWHERE 
at the drop of a hat,” announces Neville 
Quinlan, the smoke and hell-for-leather 
throated front man and songwriter for NQ 
Arbuckle. 

He's not kidding either—some summers 
see the Toronto-based band make the trek 
out West to play one or more Calgary Stam 

corporate functions before swinging up 
North to say hello to us. “Backyard BBQs, 
parties, weddings, anything—we're always 
game for things fhe that. You just have to e- 
mail me.” 

Quinlan is just the kind of person you 
would want in the commemorative movie of 
your wedding or any other party—a quick 
wit and laugh, plus an eye for sharp obser- 
vances that will fuel remembrances of the 
night for years to come.

THE VENUE FORMERLY 

KNOWN AS RED’S 

AS | WAS WALKING DOWN JASPER AVE. LAST 
week, | spotted a poster for a concert by Paul 
Hyde & the Payola$. It was an intriguing 
poster, with a flashy headline at the top 
announcing it was “the last Red’s show 
ever.” My curiosity was piqued. 

Yes, West Edmonton Mall’s administration 
had announced a few weeks prior that the 
entity known has Red’s would be undergoing 
some changes and that their lease would not 
be n . But, more importantly, it meant 
the music part of the business was to become 
an entity of its own, separate from the 
arcade room and the bowling alleys (a sepa- 
rate business to be known as Ed’s Rec Room, 
operated by the mall itself). 

Rumours had started flying as soon as the 
announcement was made: Red’s was no 
more, House of Blues Concerts was going to 

ome a major investor and take it over, 
and it would close indefinitely to make way 
for a completely different concert venue. 

Not so if you ask current Red’s entertain- 
ment and talent buyer Zeno loan- 
nides. While renovations (and a hiatus) are 
scheduled for August/September, it doesn’t 
mean se cae known as Red's” 
will be taken over by anybody else but the 
current administration. 

“No. We will be doing lots of shows with 
[House of Blues],” explains loannides. “They 
have a lot of holds in agtenher, October, 
and November, but | wouldn't say that they'll 
have sg aie more or anything less to do 
with us than when it was Red's. They're just 
renting the room. 

“| don’t think Edmonton is where they 
would build first anyway. | think they'd build 
in Toronto before they'd build out here. 
There’s a lot more coming through in that 
area in terms of music.” 

While the venue is in semi-limbo, there 
are still three shows scheduled at “Red's” in 
July—Dr. Hook on July 6th, rapper 
Chameleonaire on July 15h, and the Hell’s 
Bells Tribute to AC/DC on July 29th. 

loannides is estimating renovations will 
start in August while he’s on vacation, but 
might be pushed back to September, which 
isn’t to say they wouldn't put up more shows 
in between. 

“| think it's going to be better,” he ven- 
tures. “It's going to be a lot easier to get a 
drink because we're adding in two bars on 
the lower level and one more bar on the 
upper level. So with three extra bars, | don’t 
think we're going to have as many problems 
servicing people as we did in the past.” 

While licensed areas have been known to 
cause headaches for both Red's staff, securi- 
ty, and the audience, the focus is also on 


making the room better for concert produc- 
tion, losing the big TV over the stage and 
replacing it with wo other screens, as well as 
building a VIP balcony. 

"Over these 10 years we've never been 
able to meet any band’s rider on their stage 
lighting,” explains loannides. “That takes a 
lot away from a light show in a concert.” 

And since the concert venue owners will 
have free reign over their part of the busi- 
ness, you can expect some interesting devel- 
opments in terms of the shows being present- 
ed at “Red's” in the future. 

“We're going to be a little more 
sive. With Red’s we held back a little during 
months where we weren't doing well in the 
rest of the building because it was less rev- 
enue we had to spend,” admits loannides. 
“I's not going to matter how bowling is 
doing. We're going to aggressively go after 
shows, and we're going to do a lot of fly-ins 
that might have not ever come to Edmonton.” 

So what should we call “Red’s” then? 
Well, the answer might come in the form of 
corporate sponsorship—loannides currently 
approaching every gas and communication 
company he can think of, but also looking at 
the current front-runner in the race to name 
the venue: Axe Music. 

He hopes the venue's exposure and repu- 
tation will be an asset in finding @ sponsor, 
as well as a revamping of the room aimed at 
giving it more of a cabaret feel. 

“It’s sad to see a lot of things go. There 
were a lot of things that | thought were great 
about Red's that no other venue in North 
America had,” says loannides. “It was kind 
of an anomaly. For the music fan it’s going 
to be better because the guy booking the 
music is going to be the one Ping the staff. 
We're going to be a lot more service- 
oriented.”
